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Drawings 

1. The drawings are objected to because in figure 2, it appears that the elbow- 
engaging portions of the mounting sleeves 22 should not be visible, in that those 
portions would be inside of- and thus obscured by- the elbow 23. Compare to figure 1 , 
and also note the arrangement in figure 4 wherein the sleeve portions appear to be 
inside the elbow when they are connected together. Corrected drawing sheets in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the 
appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, 
the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief 
description of the several views of the drawings for consistency.

Specification 

2. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it includes a number of 
grammatical informalities, such as: "the front wheels ... is turned" (lines 4-5 of the 
abstract page), and "saving the manual work" (line 5 of the abstract page). Correction 
is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: on page 1 , 
lines 6-7 and lines 17-18, the description of the wheels "that can be simultaneously 
turned rightward and leftward" appears to be mis-descriptive in that the wheels do not 
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appear to be able to turn simultaneously in two different directions (compare, for 
example, to page 11, lines 20-21). 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. Claims 17 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. In claim 17, line 2, the recitation of second axles is 
confusing in that no first axles have been recited - note that claim 17 does not include 
the limitations of claim 16; in claim 18, numerous terms such as "first knobs", "second 
knobs" and "inner rods" lack clear antecedent bases - note that claim 18 does not 
include the limitations of claim 15. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-16 are allowed. 

6. Claims 17 and 18 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of 
the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Hedgpeth (US 2,577,244), Gagnon et al. (US 5,305,496), Purnell 
(US 5,581,843), Shaw (US 6,398,238), Nardone (US 6,557,873), Lin (US 6,663,122 and 
6,896,286), Driessen et al. (US 6,854,745), Lan (US 6,938,300) and Chen (US 
2004/0100053) teach wheel mountings and structures of pertinence.
